Campbeliford, April 3—The em- 
ployees in the finishing and dyeing 
departments “of the CampBellford 
Cloth Company, formerly the Trent 
Woollen Mills, have been notified 
that after this week their services 
will not be required, as it is the in- 
tention of the company to move 
these departments to Toronto and 
operate them in connection with 
their plant there. The removal of 
the equipment has already begun. 

This announcement has created a 
sensation in Campbeliford, as the 
mill, employing as it’ does over 300 
hands, has always been regarded as 
one of the best industrial asscts of 
the town. About 50 hands, some of 
whom have been in the employ of 
th ecompany for over thirty years 
and who, in that time, have worked 
their way up to lucrative positions, 
are affected by this order.

one of their periodical conferences. 

They came from every part of 
Canada and; dealing as th ‘0, with 
every phase of Canadian industry and 
trade, they represented to a remark- 
able extent the progress and develop- 
ment which Canada is now enjoying. 

The close of the gathering was 
marked by a speech from ,President 
E. W. Beatty,. which set forth in 
illuminating terms the present posi: 
tion of the great company and some- 
thing of the lines along which it is 
pursuing the task for which it was 

rst constructed, namely the building 
of a great Canadian nation. 

Mr. Beatty began with a tribute to 
the bold enterprising men.who, under 
such leaders as Champlain, and within 
sight and sound of the Chateau 
Frontenac where he was then speak- 
ing, had laid the first foundations of 
natisnhood.

He further said: “We may conclude 
that the test of government owner- 
shipis being made under as favorable 
conditions as can be secured. The 
railway mileage of the Country is 
proportionately,’igreater, than ‘the 
traffic available to‘aupport it. This’ 
Company has a very real reason to 
hope for the success of the -National 
Railways, provided [t is accomplished 
without: withdrawing from us)\the 
traffic which we have taken so many 
years to’ build Dp and secure. The 
greatest factor which will contribute 
to the National Railways’ progress is 
the development of Canada,’ the in- 
crease in population and the expan- 
sion of industries.

Kitchener—Not one of the seven 
4iquor charges recently leveled at the 
| police force and individual members 
[of it by Rev. W. E. Pescott and priv- 
jate citizens were proven, according to 
the report of the Kitchener Poiice 
Commission, The commission points 
oul that the evidence in practically 
every caso was unsupported and faulty 
and in <everal instances wss offered 
by parties having police court records. 

The commission refers to the re- 
rorts for tho last three years, showing 
that the police have been active tn 
Erosecuting liquor cases, In 1921 there 
were 120 convictions, In 1922 there 
were 115 and in 1923, 199, with $12,500 
Neing coliceted in fines, apart from 
the' convictions registered by the pro 
Yincial police. The latter totaled 
3.437 and 34, respectively, for the past 
three years, but the fines were much 
higher, acgregating about $34,000. 

Difficult to Enforce

Great Variation in Mortality. 

There is a great variation in differ- 
ent broods of chicks reared by the 
artifclal method, and may broods 
have a high mortality and a very 
unthrifty appearance, The chicks can 
be reared easily with reasonable care 
and attention. The use of a little 
common sense is essential. 

One should remember that, given 

a@ brooder, a colony house, and say 
three hundred baby chicks, it is the 
duty of the operator to keep the 
chicks comfortable, and that every 
need of the body must be taken to 
those chicks. There is no clucking 
dren to pick up bits of gravel or to 
catch Insects. The feed. must de 
taken to the chicks, 
At present the department of Poul- 
try Husbandry’at the 0.A.C., is con- 
ducting a series of experiments, the 
object being to find a aimple, inex- 
pensive method of growing a normal 
chicken, It may take years to get tho 
answer, but each season we add 
little to our knowledge. z

The mash used at the Poultry De 
Dartment, 0.A.C., in the hoppers, or 
feed molst, whore the chicks are 
ranging consists of: 

18@ pounde of Corn Mea). 

100 pounds of Crushed Oats, 
100 pounda of Shorts, *« 

vet Bounds of UE ner 
20 pounds of Bone Meal” 

The-whole grain hopper feed usu- 
ally consists of Afty per cent, each of 
wheat‘and cracked corn. If milk is 
given to drink, one-half, if not more, 
of the meat scraps may be taken 
from the mash, 

Tho pullets stay on range until 
ready to Jay, which period is when 
they are about six months of age. If 
they prefer roosting in trees to the 
house wo allow them to do so; in fact 
we rather prefer that they would 
roost in trees, 

Shade, tender green feed, plenty 
of clean drink, and enough to eat, 
are essential. 

Feeding Chicks With Hens. 

Where chicks are being reared 
with hens, and have access to tender 
grass or other green feed, a very 
wood food is raw or cooked johnny- 
cake made with an egg In it. Give 
milk to drink, and have a quart or so 
of gravel noar the coop to supply 
grit. Move the coop every. few days. 
When the chicks are a few weoks old 
gradually change to ordinary feeds. 

Raise the chicks on new ground. 
Keep off the old ground that has had 
chicks running upon it year after 
year, Keep the hen free of lice, Dust 
with sodium fluoride or use a small 
amount of blue ointment. A piece 
one-half the size of a kernel of corn, 
Placed on the skin below the vent. 
will usually kill many of tho lice, 
Weight of Chicks. 

Ono hundred baby chicks’ when 
hatched will usually welgh between 
seven and eight pounds. When the 
chicks have reached an age of twelve 
weeks they should welgh between 
one hundred and seventy-five and 
two hundred pounds. For sake of 
comparison we will take a calf at 
birth with a weight of elghty pounds. 
Should the calf make the same rate 
of gain as the chick, it would at 
twelve fake Of age welgh a ton. 
This will help one to understand why

When to Prune. 

The dormant scason is tho logical 
time for pruning, although when the 
wood {s frozen the work may not be 
e7 agreeable to the grower. Where 
young trees or stone fruits are con- 
cerned it ls probably advisable to de- 
lay the pruning until late winter or 
early spring, but bearing apple trees 
can be pruned in zero weather with- 
out appurent injury. Pruning is the 
one major orchard operation which 
can be performed to advantage dur- 
ing the winter months. At that timo 
there are no leaves to interfere with 
the vision of the pruver, and conse- 
quently he is better able to judge 
which branches should be removed. 
Furthermore, it is only during the 
winter that the grower has the time 
_| to give to this work, 











Value of Manure. 

Manure 1s worth exactly what it 
pwill give in net return from the in- 
creased crops produced. This amount 
varies widely depending upon- the 
Quality of the soil, the season, and 
the crop. The value of the manure 
Per ton is Jncreased by uniform 
apreading, by using a‘light to medium 
application of ten to fifteen tons per 
acre rather than a heavy application, 
and by applying the manure‘to 100t 
crops, coro, putatoes, and hay rather 
than. to ‘grain crops, Where bad 
Weeds are not present, unrotted 
manure, will prove more economical 
than rotted. a

Congratulating each member of 
his large audience for the eéxcell- 
ent democratic attitude of Canadians 
in genera} towards the peoples of 
India, an attitude vastly different 
from the English attitude in India, 
and naming / Mahatma Ghandi, 
the Indian Nationalist Icader as 
one ofthe world's greatest and clev- 
erest men, were the outstanding 
features of the most brilliant speech 
ever heard in this city and certain- 
ly the best speech ever given by a 
Hindu: in Belleville, H. K. Mukerji, 
Y.M.C.A. student secretary of Cal-

Mukerji is well educated and speaks

“There seems to be an. impres-

This is the political story 
which “reaches our newspapers, but 
by my private letters from home, I

That there was.an opposition party 
in India, the speaker admitted, but 


for. healthy political — situations, 
Ghandi, Nationalist leader there, re- 
cently released from prison, is one 
of-the world’s greatest men in Mu- 
kerji’'s opinion, and though non- 
christian, Ghandi has built his life on 
Christian ideals. After his release 
from prison, Ghandi stated that it 
would be a sin for him to think of 
severing connections with Great 
Britain. 

“If we broke with Great Britain”, 
explained the speaker, “‘‘we would 
have one of two choices. We would 
have to accept Japanese or Turkish 
supremacy or else fight away among 
ourselves.” 5 

Again he quoted Ghandi,,;who af- 
ter his release from prison also stat- 
ed that the present dis-union in In- 
dia was between the Indian peoples, 
the Moslems and Hindus. 

Mr, Mukerji censored an Indian 
professor whom he had heard deliver 
a speech at a Canadian Club lun- 
cheon in a: Montreal. hotel recently. 
The Professor had referred to the In- 
dian trouble as existing with the Brit 
ish government, but had in the same 
speech, contradicted the statement 
by admitting that British govern- 
ment is paramount for the futare 
success of India.

Rum-Runner Towed Into 
Cobourg When Storm 
Hits Lake ' 


—— 


Port Hope, April 28—The first at- 
tempt this year to ship becr out ot Co- 
bourg to Cuba proved unsuccessful, and 
the carload of beer that arrived here on 
Tuesday of last week from Montreal 
had to be shipped back to that city on 
Thursday. The owners of the beer first 
attempted to get a clearance via United 
States ports for Cuba, but as the Cus- 
toms department has made a ruling 
against shipping to any United States 

rt, clearance had to be refused by the 
jocal customs officials. The new attempt 
was made to get a clearance direct for 
Cuba, but the customs order that boats 
must be considered seaworthy for such 
a trip made it imperative that local cus- 
toms officials must also refuse on this 
ground, the boat that was intending to 
take the beer being only a small gaso- 
line boat that would not stand a heavy 
sea. As a consequence of being balked 
in their endeavour the beer was ¢hip- 
ped back to Montreal, and the rum run- 
ner went bick to the United States. 
This attempt will likely put an end to 
trying to ship beer through Cobourg 
harbour this year. 

The rum runner that was refused 
clearance from Cobourg harbour_ last 
week for Cuba hud to be towed into 
Cobourg harbour on Tuesday afternoon 
while on » tip from Belleville to Cubs 
with a load of wet goods after a very 
exciting trip. The rum runner left 
Belleville some time on Monday, and 
when it got out into the Iake ran into 
the heavy storm that prevailed that 
night, tho wind being accompanied ‘by 
rain and snow, About seven. o'clock 
Tucsday moming the boat got in the 
lea of the point off Pontiac Stock Farm 
where it had to lay up; owing to its 
ignition service giving out through the 
rain and storm that blew into the cabin. 
After getting fixcd up it again left, but 
when a little way out the ignition again 
failed, and the boat was drifting sround 
when observed by Mr. Chas. Elliott and 
Mr. William Taylor, who went down to 
tow the boat into Cobourg. After quite 
a struggle the boat was finally towed 
here, the inch and a quarter tow line 
breaking once, the tow being a dead 
weight one.

Alarming Shrinkage In Pulpwood 
Estimates 

Canadians are todfy living in a 
fool's paradise, 

Our wood resources are dwind:ing 
with frightful rapiditz, 

Concealment of these facts from the 
Canadian people t¥:no longer prasible 

In the Government estimates. where 
the stand has been given at five cords 
per acre, these ‘same areas ate now 
actually cutting out from seven tenths 
cords to one cord and ¢ne cord and a 
quarter of pulpwood: per: acre, 

In addition’ to"our huge fire, insect 
and wind losses, our large forested 
areag are seventyrfive per cent. af- 
fected by fungi, from which disease 
there ix no recovery, 


Of The Larger ‘Areas 

L am not talking now of hundred 
acre lots or some thousand ‘acre plots 
but rather the larger arcag ‘that are 
being cut by our paper companies and 
including the waste land within their 
boundaries. The most recent example 
in this connection is one whole water 
shed in Ontario where the stan] had: 
previously been estimated at seven 
and a half billion feet while » ree nt 
re-cruise of these limits by the Ontar- 
jo Government has disclosed the fact

affected by tuberculosig where there 
could be no segregation and where ui}! 
were huddled together, coughing and 
éxpectorating all over one another, 
which is exactly what is occurrinz ‘n 
our forests since the wind blows the 
spores of the fungi al) over the living 
as well as the diseased trees.

This trouble is frequently seen at 
seeding time, during the rush of 
spring work when the-brood mares 
that are“nursing young foals are ro- 
quired to labor in the field. Tho mare 
becomes overheated at.work and may 
be away from the foal for Ovo or alx 
hours. ‘When she comes in at noon 
or night und the colt Js given oppor 
tunity’to nurse, conditions are not 
normal in that there ts an oversupply 
of milk, or more milk than is good 
for a hungry colt at one time, and 
the milk is also probably altered 
somewhat due to the overheating of 
the body during labor in the field. 
The colt is permitted to nurse and 
after a few days of such practice, de- 
welops dyspepsia. The disease usually 
takes the form of a diarrhoea. The 
colt becomes dull, may have abdom- 
inal pain, lies down a great deal of 
the time, loses appetite, may bé no- 
ticed grinding its teeth, or with puru- 
lent discharge from the eyes. 

Prevention is the most desirable 
course, and this disorder can be kept 
down by creating normal conditions 

for the mare and foal. Ifthe mare 
must work, care should be taken not 
to overheat her in harness, and not 
to keep her away from the foal for 
more than three or four hours. If 
her udder fs distended and painful, 
milk part- of the contents away by 
hand before permitting the colt to 
\ nurse. The sanitary conditions about 
the stable or lot should be the best, 
and the food that is being given to 
the mare should be such as to pro- 
mote a normal, healthy milk flow. 

Treatment—If there isa compe- 
tent, graduate veterinary practitioner 
available, it is advisable to call him. 
If there is no veterinary assistance 
available, the following treatment 
can be given. Give a small dose of 
calomel, and follow with an intestinal 
antiseptic. If diarrhoea continues, it 
should be checked by giving tincture 
of opium or chlorodyne and castor oll. 
Brandy and eggs, or milk and eggs 
can be given frequently and in amall 
amounts until conditions are normal. 
Water Is very important; but soe that 
it is warm. E 
Gastric Im; 

What killed the colt? A number 
of foals are lost each year in every 
district through gastric impaction, a 
disorder occurring during. the frst 
week following weaning in foals that 
are weaned too young. The foal’s 
stomach has been dealing with mUk 
pretty much during the frst three 
months, and it has not developed to 
a condition that will permit of the 
successful handling of coarse feeds, 
The colt that is weaned too early in 
life is at a disadvantage. It has de- 
pended upon its mother for the great- 
er part of its food and also protection. 
If suddenly deprived of*its mother, 
the colt gets quite a shock. If may 
not have learned to drink and feed by 
itself, and may not know the where- 
abouts of the feed and water supply. 
Colts that bave been with thelr stable 
fed dams usually know the ways © 
the stable. But the colt that bas run 
out In the pasture ficld with its 
mother all its life has not had an op 
Portunity of such experience, and 
consequently is at a loss when sud- 
denly taken from the field, trans 
ferred to the stablo and separated 
from its mother. The colt after 
separation is excited and may fret for 
a few days, refusing feed, or eating 
and not drinking. ‘ 

Symptoms, which usually occur 
four or five dayz after weaning. Tho 
colt may ile down a good deal of the 
time, grunts, becomes restless, show- 
ing pain, lles down and gets up, 
bowels irregular, some distenafon of 
flank, pain evidenced on touching re- 
gion of stomach, temperature may be 
sub-normal at start and increasing 
later, becomes sleepy and stupid, 
stagsery galt. Post mortem shows 
the stomach to be full, much eu- 
larged, walls thin and pale in color 
and the contents a doughy mass. 

Treatment—If the case has reach- 
ed a point of development where the 
colt is sleepy, stupid and staggery in 
gait, little can be done. The earller 
stages can be relieved by the applica- 
tion of mustard, hot blanket, or am- 
montcal linfment to the abdomen of 
the colt, warm enemas given. En- 
courage colt to drink by putting salt 
on back of mouth. Give hay tea, 
strong coffee, hyposulphate of suda 
and abundant warm water. Purga- 
tives are of little use. Friction to or 
kneading the abdvincn gives somo re- 
lef. Water is very important. 

The weaning of colts should be gra- 
dual, and not until the colt is well 
versed in the ways of feeding and the 
Achereabouts of feed. A ttle atten- 
tion given to the colt a month abead 
of the time that it ls decided to separ- 
ate it from its mother will save con-

Alfalfa is more easily cured than 
sweet clover.

It must not be allowed to re- 
main exposed to the dew too many 
nights of bleaching ‘results, After 
raking, if the sun sbincs;one more 
day in the windrow generally makes 
good hay. If rain threatens coll it 
up immediately and let {t make in 
the coll. In any event be sure It Is 
dry when harvested, and bo careful 
of the leaves in handling as they con- 
stitute the most valuable portion, of 
the feed. 5: 
Handling Red Clover Hay. 
Red clover is the common clover 
{ hay crop. Much of it is allowed to 
get over-ripe because it then cures 
more easily. It may be haudled in 
the same manner as alfalfa; but, un- 
less the crop Is heavy it does not usu- 
ally take quile as long to cure. The 
hayloader has changed methods to 
some extent. It is good practice to 
cut one day, tedd the following morn- 
ing, and rake the next afternoon. If 
the crop {s very heavy it may have to 
lay ovgr an extra day. It fs surpris- 
ing how much faster hay will make, 
after it has gone 50 far, when pulled 
or rolled into windrows. If it is to 
be coiled the work should be done 
soon after raking, and the hay should 
remain in the coils tor a few days to 
sweat out. However, most of it Ls 
drawn out of the windrows and if dry 
makes good feed. 
Timothy ts Easiest to Cut. 

Timothy is the easiest to cure. If 
crop and weather are right it may be 
cut one morning aud hauled the next 
afternoon, and, in fair weather, is al- 
-ways ready by the third day. it is 
not necessary to coll timothy to cure. 

No matter what the kay crop, cut 
in time, rake as soon as possible to 
hasten drying, tedd only when Zreen 
or damp and coil in catchy weather. 
No doupt alfalfa and red clover may 
be made into the best hay by coiling, 
but in good weather this cxtra wore 
is not necessary, and the loader 
hastens the harvest.—Dept. of Exten- 
sion, O. A>College, Guelph.

London, April 30.—Despite the op- 
position of Ulster, the Labor Gov- 
ernment will attempt to settle the 
Ulster-Free State boundary dispute 
in accordance with the terms of the 
Anglo-Irish’ treaty, Colonial Secre- 
tary J. H:homas announced in thet 
House of Commons yesterday, 

Ulster claims that the Free State 
is seeking to detach territory from 
the province to extend the * Free 
State borders, 

Secretary Thomas’ announcement 
that the Government would carry out 
the treaty provisions was cheered by 
all parties except the Ulsterites, 

Commission Shortly 

It is expected that a commission 
will be appointed ‘shortly composed 
of representatives of England, the 
Free State and Ulster. The British 
Government will be in a position 
then when it must attempt to force 
Ulster to recognize the validity of 
the commission, Serious conse- 
quences may follow. 

Ulster, being an independent com- 
munity, is represented in the Eng- 
lish Parliament. The Irish Free State 
having autonomy, is not represented 
at London. 

The sequel to such a move is like- 
ly to tax the statesmanship of the 
administration to the utmost unless 
some ground of agreement can be 
found, and of this there is said to 
be little hope in London, Dublin or 
Pelfast. * 

Finds No Unity Basis 

The Secretary for the, Colonies, J. 
H. Thomas, had a long conference 
in his office yesterday with Premicr 
James Craig of Ulster and the Free 
Stute’s High Commissioner, James 
MacNeil, in the hope of finding 
means of settlement, but nothing 
transpired to indicate success and 
everything at the moment points to 
the irreconciliability of the views of 
the Northern and Southern Govern- 
ments.

“Who can say but that in the fu- 
ture some means will be perfected 
to permit the doctor, in a certain cir- 
cumstances, to study his patient and 
diagnose his complaint by wireless?

ticable to send the sound of hea 
beats through the ether so clearly, 
one cannot tegard such déFelopments 
as mere imagination. 

“In other ways, too, this amplifi- 
cation by wireless means of the slight 
est sounds may open up quite a new 
field of inquiry. Who knows what 
tiny sounds made by insects or ani- 
mals may be discovered? By care- 
ful records and amplifications we 
may possibly ascertain that there are 
sounds which up to thé present have 
not been distinguished by our ordin- 
ary hearing apparatus. 

“Wireless is a scenic of infinite po- 
tentialitics. ._The achievements al- 
ready recorded are probably only a 
tithe of what will be accomplished in 
the future. 

“For myself, I am continuing my 
work on limiting waves to a beam,[{ 
and the satisfactory results already 
achieved make me sanguine of com- 
plete success. Up to the present the 
beam has been worked over a dis- 
tance of 2,000 miles, but I am hope 
ful of extending the range at an car- 
ly date.” XN
